CALIFORNIA HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN 
ASSOCIATION DEFENDS THE 
BREED. 


In a recent issue of the Review 
Mr. Geo. A. Smith gives his reasons 
why he thought the Jersey was the 
best dairy breed. It appears that Mr. 
Smith wrote his article without suf- 
ficient information. We wish there- 
fore, to submit a few facts for his en- 
lightenment and for the benefit of 
your readers. In the first place he 
makes the statement that the Jerseys 
average the greatest amount of but- 
ter in a year. This is erroneous, for 
according to official records the year- 
ly average for full age Holstein-Frie- 
sians is 578.47 lbs. butterfat, while 
the average for full age Jerseys is 
508.3 lbs. Mr. Smith also makes the 
mistake of saying that the best ten 
Jersey records average higher than 
those of any other breed. *According 
to authentic records the average of 
the ten highest Holstein-Friesians is 
846 lbs. butterfat while the average 
for Jerseys is 822 lbs. This compari- 
son reflects all the more to the credit 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed, for 
While 48 Holstein-Friesians have pro- 
duced over 31 pounds of butter in a 
week only about 200 have made year- 
ly records. 

We also contend that the ten rea- 
sons given by the American Jersey 


Cattle Club are incorrect in every re- 
spect and we will endeavor to show 
how misleading they are without re- 
peating their reasons. 

1. That the Jersey is the most 
economical producer of milk is fallac- 
ious. This so-called economical pro- 
duction is the most misleading of all 
dairy heresies, as it takes into ac- 
count not the quantity of milk, but 
the quantity of butterfat obtained 
from a given amount of foods, thus 
leaving out of all consideration, labor 
skim milk, or interest on money in- 
vested. A goat will far excel any of 
the dairy breeds in this false and 
narrow sense of economical produc- 
tion, but that fact does not make the 
goat any more profitable for dairy 
purposes. Every factor used in dairy 
production considered, the Holstein-

9. As to beauty, probably the con- 
census of opinion is that the large 
robust Holstein-Friesian is  hand- 
somer than the undersized Jersey.

SEVEN AND THIRTY DAY TESTS. 
[The following appeared in Hoard’s 
Dairyman, issue of Oct. 20.] 
Hoard’s Dairyman:—We have no- 


ticed in some of your issues articles 
ediorial and contributed, referring 
to the seven and thirty-day official 
tests authorized by the  Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, and 
conducted under the supervision of 
our State Experiment Stations. They 
have been referred to as misleading 
and subject to various’ kinds’ of 
trickery and humbug. We are not 
inclined toward writing for publica- 
tion, but when one of the greatest 
systems for the development of dairy 
cattle and the reputation of so many 
progressive and honorable breeders 
is assailed, and when faith in the 
ability and integrity of our State 
Experiment Stations is questioned, 
every one who has the welfare 
dairy development in mind should be 
heard from. 

Let it be clearly understood that 
the writer approves heartily of the 
yearly semi-official test, and would 
encourage in every possible way cow 
testing associations, under the super- 
vision of our State Experiment Sta- 
tions. In fact, we took the first step 
toward the development of cow test- 
ing associations in our state, and we 
have now several cows in yearly test. 
But the first idea of the official test 
to develop dairy cattle was the seven 
day test conceived and formulated 
under the guidance of Mr. S. Hoxie, 
the first Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry of Holstein-Friesian cattle. 
Without doubt the great development 
and progress of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed during the last fifteen years 
has been largely the result of this 
system. We would like to discuss 
the merits and results of these testst 
at length, but will only submit a few 
of our own observations. 

In the first place, we have failed 
to find foundation for all the numer- 
ous reports of trickery circulated by 
those who are not making the largest 
records; furthermore, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association holds very heavy 
penalties for things of this kind, and 


of 


the largest records are made under 
the closest supervision of the Ex- 
periment Stations. 

In the second place, the 7 and 30- 
day official tests should not be mis- 
leading, for they are a measure of 
the extreme ability of the cow and 
the man who develops her. If any- 
one is so foolish as to believe that a 
cow can maintain for a year the aver- 
age production of milk or butterfat 
that she shows for seven or thirty 
days under most favorable circum- 
stances, he will as surely be disap- 
pointed as the man that expects Dan 
Patch to go every mile he travels un- 
der two minutes. On the other hand 
if a cow and her relatives show a re- 
markable ability to produce milk and 
butterfat for these short periods, and 
she is of the right dairy quality and 
breeding, it is perfectly reasonable 
to suppose that she will be an extra 
good yearly producer and that her off- 
spring is valuable on account of the 
fact that she appropriates her feed 
and energies to a greater degree in 
the producing of milk and fat. The 
longer she continues uniform, large 
production, the more desirable the 


test; but even the continuation for a 
year is no guarantee that she will 
do the same the next year under 


different circumstances, or even un- 
der the same management, but this 
lends the element of chance, always 
attractive to human nature.’ It is a 
significant fact that of the ten cows 
that led the Holstein-Friesian list in 
1910, for year’s production, with an 
average of 675.56 Ibs. of fat, eight 
have official records for seven days 
that average 28.38 Ibs. butter, 80 % 
fat. 

The longer the test the better; but 
under the present conditions, the 
help proposition often renders a long 
official test impracticable, so that if 
the short tests were eliminated, much 
valuable development would be lost. 
There are of course, exceptions, but

young friend, J. 
B. Thorn, whose mind seems to be 
inoculated by the anti-seven-day test 
microbe. Howevr, it is likely that he 
will recover from this germ epidemic 
after a few such sneezes. 

He asks the question, “Is it pos- 
sible that the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation is coming to the year rec- 
ord? Sure it is, dear boy, and not 
only coming but already come, and 
though it has not been at it as long 
as some of the other Associations, it 
already leads the procession. Is this 
not starting off “good and strong,” if 
not, why not? 

Our friend seems greatly aggriev- 
ed that the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation requires a seven-day test as 
a preliminary qualification to enter 
upon the semi-official yearly test; but 
why such manifestations of deep sor- 
row, at the same time admitting that 
“there is no doubt whatever that any 
cow that can produce 360 lbs. of fat 
in one year can produce 12 lbs. in 
seven days?” It looks to your uncle 
thiswise. Before a cow can be milk- 
ed 365 days she must be milked 7 
days, and if her first 7 days are her 
best, should she fail to qualify in this 
seven-days she would most assuredly 
fail to qualify in her 365-day test. 
This being the case it would seem to 
be following the law of “conserva- 
tion of energy” to disqualify her af- 
ter a seven-day test than to run her 
365 days only to be disqualified. 

Our young friend certainly offers 
one very opaque generatity. We 
refer to his statement that a “great 
number of cows that have been ad- 
mitted to the Advance Register on 
12 lbs. fat, if placed on a year’s test 











could not make 300 Ibs. fat.” He 
fortifies this statement with another, 
to wit: “Nor is there any doubt [of 
it] in the mind of any man familiar 
With the seven-day record as it is 
made today.” Now we must admit 
that this fairly knocks us off our pins 
for we are one of those individuals 
who are supposing that such cases, 
if there are any, are very rare, in- 
deed, most as rare as Shakespeare 
would say, as “hen’s teeth.” 

We must, however, take issue on 
his conclusions, which are, “if this 
resolution is passed the cow that is 
tested for seven davs and gives en- 
ough milk to contain 12 Ibs. fat can 
have recognition, while the animal 
producing 360 or 400 Ibs. fat [in a 
year] will have no official recogni- 
tion. Our friend has_ stated that 
“any cow that can produce 360 Ibs. 
of fat in one year can produce 12 
Ibs. in seven days.” Then just prove 
th’s fact to the Superintendent of the 
Advanced Register and recognition 
will be forthcoming. 

I preseume that Mr. Thorn will ad- 
mit that the observance of some fix- 
el rules are essential to _ official 
work—that a “go as you please test” 
is no test at all and I also presume he 
is familiar with what happens to the 
man who seeks to climb in to the 
fold by some other way than the 
prescribed way. Don’t try it, it can’t 
be done. 

We are inclined to think that’ an 
“appendix” to the Advanced Regis- 
ter would be as useless and trouble- 
some as that atrophied remnant of 
the human anatomy. Cut it out.

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in the cases of Colantha 4th’s Jo- 
hanna, Jacoba Irene, Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d., and many others, 
the leaders for their time for seven 
and thirty days are the leaders for 
the yeaw, and those breeders who 
have made the greatest progress in 
developing their cattle for seven and 


thirty days are making the most suc- 
cessful yearly tests with the same 
cows when conditions permit them 
to carry the cows for the~ longer 
period. 

We hear more or less about loading 
up a cow for a test. This can be 
overdone, but one of the best results 
of the official test, is that it shows 
how a cow will do the best when in 
perfect physical condition; if it were 
not for this, some breeders would 
never let their cows get into good 
enough condition to return their 
greatest profit. And the fact that a 
highly bred dairy cow will generally 
return profits in milk and butterfat 
in proportion to her feed and care, is 
the foundation of a scientific dairy 
progress in breeding. 

The fact that an occasional breeder 
may see fit to over-condition his cat- 
tle and dry them up early to get 
greater temporary results, is no men- 
acing cloud, for, in the first place, 
few would risk injuring their cows, 
and furthermore, as a rule, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian milks’ too long—in 
many cases it is impossible to dry 
her. In the second place, the breed- 
ers who do try it are often disap- 
pointed in the results, but when they 
are successful, their cows give more 
in six months than the cows of their 
criticizers often do in a year. 

In a recent issue of Hoard’s Dairy- 
man, the official record of Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby was held up, as an ex- 
ample of an over-fitted short-period 
cow. As I have owned her the past 
five yerrs, I may be permitted to 
state that she, at six years old has 
had four calves, and has been an un- 
usually persistent producer, never 
having been dry for a longer period 
than three months, and that after she 
had milked for fourteen months. At 
three vears old, with absolutely no 
fitting, ‘she broke the world’s record 
for Junior three-year-old, that had 
stood for six years, making 26.17 
pounds of butter, her milk averaging 


4.17% for 30 days, and 4.18% for the 
best 7 days, and she made 3.15 Ibs. 
more butter in 30 days than four 
times her 7-day record. At six years 
old, after 14 months in milk and 3 
months rest, while simply in perfect 
physical condition, as is known by 
many who saw her, she _ freshened 
and made the world’s record for 30 
days, of 116.53 pounds of fat, from 
2567.6 Ibs. of milk, averaging 4.54% 
fat. Her loss in weight during calv- 
ing and the first month of lactation 
Was no more than that of any dairy 
cow her size would be. After the test 
she weighed 1520 lbs. and was still 
in perfect condition. At no time did 
she refuse a feed, and she was bred 
May 27, which would bring her next 
calf less than a year from the last 
one. After such a phenomenal pro- 
duction, as the weather was’ very 
changeable in the spring and we were 
obliged to change herdsman, we 
lightened her feed and let down her 
production. She is. still producing 
a large amount of milk, with a good 
per cent of fat, and will continue to 
do so though the period. Her sisters 
in blood we were unable to dry be- 
fore calving this year. Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby, was shown at the Minnesota 
State Fair, and will be at Waterloo, 
at the Iowa Dairy Show, so that, 
eight months after calving, she will 
show that a “short-period’” cow can 
be a persistent producer and a show 
cow. ; 

But right here let me state what I 
consider of prime importance to dairy 
breeders: First allow your cows, if 
possible, to rest and get into good 
condition from one to two months 
before they freshen; after freshening 
draw on this surplus energy gradually 
and test them for 7, 30 and, wherever 
possible, monthly for 300 days. Don’t 
be afraid if tuey test 5 or 6% fat the 
first month or two. That will pay 
well for getting them into good con- 
dition, and there is nothing any more 
startling or fraudulent about high 
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percentage of fat early in lactation 
than in the large quantity of milk 
that we all expect. The _ scientific 
herdsman is the man that can draw 
on this surplus gradually throughout 
the year. Second, breed to a certain 
type, and contribute all you can to 
develop, either for short or long 
periods, preferably, the breed you 
have chosen. Be a_ real booster. 
Knockers hit themselves and make a 
noise.

Following is the editorial to which 
Mr. Irwin apparently refers in the 
opening paragraph of his communi- 
cation. It is taken word for word 
from the issue of the Dairyman for 
July 7th of the current year— 

Hoard’s Dairyman believes that the 
ultimate effect of weekly or monthly 
tests of cows will not be for the best. 
Out of it comes certain bad practices 
and tendancies, certain tricks of the 
trade, so to speak. Such tendancies 
are not good for the development of 
the breeder himself, nor for the fu- 
ture development of the cattle. 

For instance, take a case like this: 
A breeder takes a young cow and 
feeds her to excess before the calf 
is born. Then he tests her for a 
week. The transformation of the 
stored-up body fat into milk fat causes 
an unnaturally high percentage of 
butterfat in the milk, and the cow is 
hearlded forth as a phenomenally 
high tester. Men buy her offspring 
on that supposition. But the cow, as 
soon as the stored-up body fat is ex- 
hausted, drops down to her noraml 
level, showing that she is not a high 
tester. 

Is there anything about this that is 
of future advantage to the breed? Is 
it not fostering a false basis, sacrific- 
ing the cow, the owner and the buyer 
to a commercial deception? 


Take another case: A man has a 
splendid cow. He wants a big record 
from her, so he crowds her for a 


week or month and dries her off at 
the end of four or five months. Is

there anything in such practice that 
will help develop that cow’s tendency 
to breed valuable offspring? Will it 
not have a contrary tendency? Now, 
we know of numerous instances, such 


as we have above cited, all arising 
out of the short test. We fear that 
the ultimate tendency in he short 
test system will be to deteriorate the 
breed as well as the breeder. 


It is respectfully submitted that the 
deductions which Mr. Irwin draws 
from this editorial are not warranted. 
Not only is there no reference to the 
Holstein-Friesian Association or to 
Holstein-Friesian breeders or the of- 
ficials of Experiment Stations, but 
the language and the orgument is 
equally applicable to every breed and 
breeder. It is simply and only the 
expression of an opinion that the forc- 
ed, short, seven and thirty-day tests 
—and forced longer tests might well 
have been included—are unwise, not 
alone for their effect upon the cow, 
but for the further reason that they 
open the door for practices which give 
misleading resuls. 

[In the name of common sense what 
does Hoard’s Dairyman want in the 
way of a test? Here is expressed 
the opinion that the short seven and 
thirty-day tests as well as the longer 
tests are unwise. To be sure the 
word “forced” is used as a qualifying 
term, but this term is employed mere- 
ly to throw discredit on these tests. 
There is no such thing as a forced 
test. You may coax a cow—a_ Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow—to give a large 
amount of milk, but you cannot force 
her to do it. What is the only thing 
that can be meant by this’ term 
“forcing?” Simply placing the cow in 
the most favorable conditions pos4 
sible. This instead of injuring the 
cow serves to develop her milk pro- 
ducing function, as is proven by the 
fact that nearly all great records 
have been the final result of a series

The average production for 
each animal was 15,100.7 lbs. milk 
containing 509.97 lbs. fat and 1,813.2 
Ibs. total solids. It will be seen that 
the average per cent fat is a trifle 
less for this list than for the entire 
1ist; that the per cent of total solids 
is 12, and hat the proportion of the 
fat to the solids other than fat is as 1 
to 2.55. 

In this issue of the official reports 
the State of Washington easily takes 
the honors on the shorter period of- 
tests; while on the more extended 
periods, Ohio comes to the front.

No claim would be made by the

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FARMING PROGRESS IN PANAMA 


[From annual report of 
General Alban G. Snyder.] 

Americans are beginning to take 
an interest in the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of ithe various /?rovinces, 
particularly of Panama and Chiriqui, 
and a large number of applications 
for land are being -received. It is 
probable that the next Congress will 
enact Jaws (more ifavorable to the 
small farmer. 

Agriculture has received an appre- 
ciable impetus during the past year 
owing to the efforts of the depart- 
ment of public works in securing and 
distributing free to the farmers large 
quantities of seeds especially adapt- 
ed to this climate. The services of 
the horticulturist of the Canal Com- 
mission were enlisted and he made 
a thorough inspection of the Provin- 
ces of Chiriqui and Cocle, with recom- 
mendations relative to an experimen- 
tal station, which will probably bear 
fruit this year. An agriculturist was 
then securerd and he is continuing 
to interest the farmers in more ex-

tensive and intensive cultivation. In 


all portions of the Republic the farm- 
ers raise just sufficient corn, yams, 
rice, yuccas, etc., for their own con- 
sumption but nothing for export, ex- 
cept occasional lots to Panama City. 
Interest is gradually being aroused, 
however. A number of various class- 
es of agricultural implements have al- 
so been given to the farmers, such 
as cultivators, harrows, plows, corn 
shellers, etc. It is impossible to give 
the acreage under cultivation , but 
for 1909 a 20 per cent increase over 
1908 would be a conservative esti- 
mate. 


In order to secure the benefits of 
irrigation two 800-foot artesian-well 
outfits were secured from the United 
States in 1909 and are now boring 
wells. It is the intention to drive 
one well in each town where, during 
the dry season, water is scarce. An 
effort was made at colonization in the 
Province of Cocle, but the immigrants 
were all single and soon left. 

Panama rich in 
agricultural possibilities, though a 
marked advancement in these re- 
sources in the near future is prob- 
able. Coffee, cotton, temperate and 
tropical fruits, rubber and tobacco 
can be grown. In the Province of 
Veraguas, a Boston corporation is 
meeting with some success in the cul- 
tivation of rubber. 

Improvement in Cattle Raising. 

While no statistics regarding cat- 
tle are available, data have’ been 
furnished by one of the oldest cattle- 
men of Panama, based upon his per- 
sonal observations and years of ex- 
perience, and may be accepted as 
fairly accurate. He says: 


The cattle industry is confined to 
the Province of Chiriqui, where cat- 
tle breeding is conducted on lands 
cultivated with Para, Guinea, or In- 
diana grases and on the free lands 
known as “tierras indultadas,” and 
which extend parallel with the top of 
the cordilleras of the Isthmian An- 
des, forming an immense plain slop- 


is undeveloped 











ing to the south Pacific coast and 
running from Punta de Chame to 
Costa Rican boundary. The breed 
which prospers most and predomin- 
ates in the country is that introduced 
by the Spanish during and after the 
conquest. It is small in size and pro- 
duces almost no milk. The breed in- 
creases rapidly in good pastures, en- 
joying an immunity from certain dis- 
eases which practically annihilate im- 
ported animals. The number of these 
cattle is estimated at 50,000, and there 
are some 12,000 horses and mules in 
the Province, the number of the lat- 
ter being small. Sheep breeding is 
practically unknown. The  acclima- 
tization of select breeds is accompani- 
ed with serious difficulties on account 
of the diseases which the hot climate 
of the coast produces and also on ac- 
count of the garrapata. This insect 
atacks imported animals in such a 
way as to practically cover them and 
kill them without leaving a drop of 
blood. This plague is more disastrous 
during the dry season, owing to the 
weakness of the animals from lack 
of proper food. A combination of 
cocoanut oil and petroleum used in 
frictions gives the best results in 
fighting this pest. 

The acclimatization of breeding cat- 
tle can be carried ou under favorable 
conditions by choosing a cooler cli- 





mate in the cordilleras than exists 
on the coast, but no one has cared 
to attempt this, owing to the capital 
required. Suitable territory abounds 
in the Province awaiting the proper 
initiative and capital. A few short- 
horned Durhams and Holstein-Friesi- 
ans exist in this Province, due _ to 
the efforts of a few cattlemen to im- 
prove their stock. A little more than 
a year ago the National Government 
attempted to awaken an interest in 
the improvement of native breeds 
by th introduction and sale at public 
auction of a few head of fine stock. 

The price of cattle shiped from this 
Province to Panama, where about 
5,000 are consumed annually, ‘varies 
from $32 to $35 per head, according 
to ‘weight, while breeding cattle 
bring from $12 to $15, according to 
locality and class. About 1,000 head 
are shipped annually to Bocas de 
Toro over the mountain roads, the 
journey taking from six to seven 
days. 

This Province is well watered, 
abounds in good pasture, and cattle 
raising has proved profitable. The 
natives are friendly and well dispos- 
ed, and with the proper attention 
from foreign capital Panama is des- 
tined to become one of the principal 
cattle countries of Central America.
